@xpected to testify that he found the 
‘books correct, but the money missing 
from the cage of David P. Dyer Jr., the 
receiving teller. 

Dyer has all along admitted that the 
shortage occurred in his cage, but says 
he doesn’t know how or when it took 
place. 

Secret service men. since the discov- 
ery of the shortage, have been tracing 
his movements for the past four or five 
years, and as a result between 30 and 
#0 subpenas have been issued for wit- 
nesses to apvcar before the Federal 
@rand jury.

Raymond Hennecke, a Suburban motorman on the Union 
boulevard divison, testified Tuesday at the first session of the in- 
quest into the death of Albert H. Luster, the aged poet-lover of 
Mrs. Alice Cottle, that Mrs. Cottle met her husband, Samuel Cot- 
tle, near the wodland trysting place a short time before Luster 
was shot. 

Hennecke told of taking Mrs. Cottle from St. Louis avenue 
north to a point near the Terminal tracks, where she dismounted. 
She left the car as if she were looking for someone, he said, and a ft 
moment later was joined by a man with full chin whiskers. They——4 
were about 100 yards south of the Terminal tracks, which form 
of that lonely tract west of Union boule- 
be kept.

He did not treat Luster, who was 
taken almost at once to the City Hos- 
pital. 

This was at direct variance with 
Luster’s repeated statement that he 
was shot In the back, of the City Hos- 
pital physicians, who said he was 
shot there, and of the autopsy report, 
made by Dr. D. T. Hochdoerfer, which 
follows: 

“Gunshot wound in back one inch 
to right of spine at junction of ninth 
rib, wound of entrance; another 
wound at right apex of chest, wound 
of exit: right lower lobe of lung col- 
lapsed.”’ 

Dr. Hochdoerfer was not asked to 
testify, Coroner Lloyd accepting it as 
final that if the shot entered from the 
back it could not conceivably have 
been Inflfceted by Luster himeelf. 

George Phillips, a watchman at Union 
boulevard and the Terminal belt tracks. 
testified that he saw Mrs. Cottle and 
Luster go to the meeting place, but that 
he did not see anyone else. 

Harry Wehmeyer, a conductor on the 
Union boulevard division of the Suburb.

Provides for Regulation of 
Rates and Fares by 


Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Congress 
has full authority to regulate rates aud 
fares on the Union Pacific Railroad and 
thereby strike an effective blow at the 
Harriman system. 

The act chartering that transconti- 
nental line contains such a _ provision. 
Eminent lawyers here, some of whom 








are connected with the Interstate Com- 


vision-is still in full force and effect. 
and they believe that by congressional 
enactment the destruction of competi- 
tion through the Harriman system may 
be prevented. 


The discovery that this power was 
vested in Congress was made during 
the recent consideration given by the 
nterstate Commerce Commission to the 
question of investigating the Harriman 
system, with the subsequent institution 
of sults similar to that against the 
Norhern Securities combination. 

Ever since the Harriman interests got 
control of the Illinois Central the In- 
terstate Commerce Commissioners have 
been considering some method by which 
they might. make an investigation of 
the matter. As no complaint had been 
filed it seemed difficult to determine 
just where an inquiry might be tnsti- 
tuted. The finding of the above clause 
in the original act granting a charter 
to the Union Pacific furnishes ali that 
is needed for a thorough examination. 

Experts here say that the net earn- 
ings of the system have long since ex- 
ceeded 10 per cent of its cost.

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RAILROAD TRAFFIC CONGESTION. 

James J. Hill, in his Chicago speech, gave an alarm- 
fing view of the railroad situation in this country. 
He said that the productive capacity of the country 

had far outstripped the transportation facilities. 
In 10 years, from 1895 to 1905, the growth in ton 
mileage was 110 per cent, while the growth in rail- 
road mileage to handle the traffic was only 20 per 
- @eent, Mr. Hill estimated that from 115,000 to 120,- 
000 miles of track should be built at once to take 
care of the business of the country, not to speak of 
the new equipment necessary to utilize the new 
treckage to carry the new business. He estimated 
that $1,000,000,000 a year for five years would be 
‘fequired to supply the shortage in railway trans- 
portation facilities. 

These conditions mean a congestion of traffic 
which Mr. Hill aptly described as beyond imagina- 
tion, and he was right in designating a continuation 
of such conditions as “slow death.” 

Every large trade center in the country can verify 
Mr. Hill’s statement. The hampering congestion 
which now exists and has existed for some time past 
in St. Louis is duplicated in a measure in other cities. 
- St. Louis is one of the worst sufferers on account of 
the terminal situation and lack of terminal facilities 
within the city. Miles of freight cars, on this ac- 
count, await unloading in East St. Louis. Com- 
plaints from St. Louis shippers always bring 
the statement from the railroads that other 
' cities suffer in like manner. So that, in a 

measure, the congestion is general. Nor do 
the delays in shipment account for all the short- 

age of facilities. Huge quantities of freight are not 
handled at all, because the railroads cannot supply 
the cars to catch up with the surplus. 

Mr. Hill’s use of this situation was not reassur- 
ing. He intimated that the railroad managements 
could not be expected to put money into new con- 
struction so long as the people and their representa- 
tives in Washington were hostile to railroad inter- 
ests. He asserted that the railroads had not been 
getting justice, and very clearly suggested that 
unless they did get justice—unless abuse of the rail- 
roads ceased and unless talk of the public ownership 
of the railroads in the great political parties was 
suppressed—capital would not go into new railway 
work. 

_ Talk of this kind on the part of railroad mag- 
nates is foolish, It is not the railroads who have 
suffered from the injustice of the people and their 
representatives, but it is the people who have suf- 
fered from the injustice and oppression of railroads. 
Railroad rate legislation was the direct resv}t of 
overwhelming evidence of railroad abuses and injus- 

_ tices. Railroad management in this country is a 

monumental exhibition of over-capitalization, dis- 

crimination and oppression. The railroads have 
overcharged wherever they had the opportunity to 
do 80; they have discriminated between shippers; 
they have built up one enterprise at the expense of 

_ mother; they have been used unscrupulously to 
- build up huge private fortunes; their power has been 

used ruthlessly to crush those whose destruction 

_ ‘would be profitable to the railroad managers and 
‘their business allies, 

If anything is likely to promote the growth of «en- 
timent in favor of public ownership of the railroads, 
it is a threat on the part of railroad men that they 
will retaliate for reasonable regulation by refusing 
to supply the necessary facilities to handle the 
commerce of the country. The country is not going 
te consent to have its commerce doomed to “slow 

death.” Nor is it going to permit railroad man- 

' agers to run the railroads regardless of justice:and 





 gound public service as the price of the handling of 


the country’s traffic. 
_ Nothing would so strengthen the contention that 
_ the private ownership and management of the rail- 
'  oads are failures as the refusal of the railroads to 
_ submit to reasonable regulation and their failure

You will notice that you are quoted as say- 
ing that ‘‘The United Railways are capable of 
providing proper facilities for many years to 
come,’’ efe., and ‘if congestion prevailed here 
as it does in Eastern cities something more 
logical in the way of transportation could be 
devised than an elevated railroad,"’ 

As I stated before, I do not believe that you 
made this statement, but for the benetit of the 
interests whose aim it is to defeat our project, 
I simply refer them to the report of Mr. George 

. Rice, made about two weeks ago to ihe 
Rapid Transit Commission of New York, in 
whose service) he is as chief engineer, and to 
whom was submitted the problem of relieving 
the congestion now existing at the Manhattan 
end of the Bréoklyn Bridge, Mr. Rice, after a 
careful study, in which the employment of 
subways was carefully considered, reported 
favoring the é¢rection of a double-deck elevated 
structure, and the commission bas authorized 
this construétion. 

We .are satistied that the general public 
Wants better and more adequate facilities than 
they have now. We know, too, that the ene- 
mies of this proposition will leave no stone un- 
turned to arovee a public sentiment against 
us, but feel contident of ultimate success and 
are willing to commit our fate and future en- 
tirely to the public. 


Public Hearings Expected. 


Public hearings will no doubt be held by the 
Municipal Assembly within the next week or 
ten days, at which we expect to hear protests 
from those who are interested In properties sit- 
uated along the route described in the pending 
bill, and where modifications can be made you 
and others interested will tind us perfectly 
Willing to muke them.

You are well aware 
that a protest of no utecertain tone wonld 
be made against the establishment of such 
an improvement as that contemplated for 
Page boulevard and yet the people of 
the section south of us could bear the loss 
that of necessity would follow much better 
than we; because they would experience 
little or no difficulty building new homes 
for themselves or in the event of their 
remaining in the homes they have already 
established they’ would still be made to suf- 
fer less than our people, because they can 
and do spend almost half of the vear away 
from their homes in watering places or 
summer resorts. 


Spoiling Thrifty Homes. 


Our people must live all the vear in their 

modest yet neat and comfortable homes— 
homes they nave built for themselves after 
a lifetime of thrift and economy. To com- 
pel them to eontribute 75 per cent of 
their propevty is In my estimation nothing 
short of unmitigated confiscation and. this 
to benefit some people in the suburban 
districts who have as yet no actuna) ex- 
istence. Granting, for the sake of argu- 
ment that such urgent need exists as you 
claim, still I claim it would be van- 
dalism to ruin such yseoperties as we have 
on Page boulevard when other and_ less 
destuctive means are availanhle. 
a subway, even an open subwar, 
Delmar or Easton or Page boulevard, but 
in the mame of common decency, justice 
and fair pnlav do not destroy our homes 
and neig¢hborhood with an unsightly and 
intolerable nuisance such as an elevated 
toad would be. 

The Railroad Committee of the House 
is now preparing to hold a public hear- 
ing on the measure. The time set will 
probably be this week or next. The date 
will be fixed at the request of the pro- 
moters of the elevated road in order that 
they may have present a New York cap- 
italist and financier of the first-class. 
who has interested himself and his 
wealthy associates in the project. The 
name of this financier will be announced, 
the St. Louis promoters of the road de- 
clare, as soon as he arrives in St. Louis.

‘No, we don’t want your civilization. 
It means death to us. All we ask is 
a hunting ground where there is game 
and fishing streams where there is fish.

This, in substance, is the plea of the 
300 Ute Indians, who have been giving 
14 troops of United States cavalry a 
great deal of worry for several weeks 
and who have come to this place to 
await the result of a conference Chiefs 
Red Cap and Black Whiskers will have 
with President Roosevelt after the ex- 
ecutive’s return from Panama, 


Not Fit for Citizenship. 


It is what these chiefs will lay before 
Mr. Roosevelt. They are not fit for citi- 
zenship, for the struggle for existence 
with the white man. They know it, know 
that their patrimony will soon be gone 
and that they will be reduced to direst 
poverty if the protecting arm of the 
Government is not drawn about them. 
again. They want freedom from free 
citizenship. In their own words they 
want to be “just plain Indians.”’

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most thoroughly known tv the Indian 
fighters of that day. 

Appah was then a comparatively 
young man, but had had his share in 
blood letting, having taken part in the 
Thornburgh massacre on the White Riv- 
er in Colorado, below where the town of 
Meeker now stands. Red Cloud told Ap- 
pah that the time was surely coming 
when the white men would crowd the 
Indians out of their reservations in 
Southwestern Colorado. When that time 
arived, said Red Cloud, there was still 
one good hunting ground to which the 
fugitives could withdraw, and that was 
~ the Big Horn Mountains up in Wyom- 
ng. 

Red Cloud's prophecy as to the Un- 
compaghre reservation. fell true some 
time ago, and Appah and the remnants 
of the Umcompaghre Utes found them- 
selves huddled together with the rem- 
nants of the White River Utes, and all 
thrust into a new place over in Utah, 
called the Uintah reservation. 

It was a fairly good place, however, 
and for several years did not attract the 
land-hungry white men. in any such 
numbers as to offer signs of special trou- 
ble to the Indians. But the white men 
did get around after a while to coveting 
the land in fhe Uintah reservation, and a 
year ago the steadily increasing pressure 
had the usual result. -The, Uintah res- 
ervation was the subject of the custom- 
ary land lottery, and the whites got 
the most of It. 


Appah Not Satisfied. 


To be sure. allotments were specially 
reserved for the Indians, but the ‘‘open- 
ing’’ of their reservation took them out 
of the list of ‘‘wards of the nation’’ and 
made them citizens of the United 
States, each owning his individual plece 
of land and each amenable to the laws 
of the State, free to buy rum wherever 
it was sold, but bound to conduct him- 
self as any of the white citizens. 

Some of the Utes took this allotment 

of “lands in severalty,’’ which brought 
them under the rigors of the white 
man’s civilization, and settled down. 
But Appah and a hundred or two of his 
followers were not satisfied with the 
disposition made for them. The inva- 
sion of the white men promptly brought 
plenty of firewater, and the troubled 
temper of the dissatisfied Indians was 
not helped by its presence. 
Appah and his men were described in 
the official reports to the Indian Bu- 
reau in Washington as ‘‘sulky’’ or ‘sul- 
len.’’ Probably they were. They had a 
notion that they had been turned out 
of their homes, and, despite the fact 
‘that it was an old process with which 
they were familiar by experience, they 
were not any the more reconciled. 

Then Appah recalled the saying of 
Old Red Cloud, all those years ago. 
He gathered a small band of followers 
and set out, looking for the beautiful 
Big Horn country, where was to find 
the great hunting ground and could 
have room to make a new settling place 
for himself and his band. They were 
‘“‘well fixed’’ as far as outfit goes. They 
had plenty of ponies in good condition, 
and they had a good supply of guns 
and ammunition. Of the 3800 or more in 
the band that left the Uintah Reserva- 
tion with Appah at least half are able- 
bodied men, and every one of them has 
a good rifle, with plenty of cartridges.

| Settlers Become Alarmed. 





They drifted east at first, over into 

Colorado and, turning north from_their 
/old stamping ground along the White 
_ River, worked up on to the headwaters 
of the South Fork of the Platte. 
They did no damage, harmed nobody, 
j}and nobody paid any attention to them. 
|} They occupied themselves principally in 
hunting, and the only laws they vio- 
lated were the game laws of Wyoming. 
They did kill deer and other game, but 
horses or cattle. 

The settlers, more or less accustomed 
to seeing roving bands ‘of Indians “off 
the reservation,’ did -not ‘worry about 
them. But in Auigust Capt. Hale, the 
Indian agent on the Uintah reservation, 
reported to the Indian Bureau that a 
considegable band of his people had 
pulled out and were then working over 
toward the Pine Ridge agency in South 
Dakota. As a matter of fact some 
thirty of them did go through to Pine 
Ridge, and left Appah, settling down 
with the Sioux at ne Ridge. Appah 
and the rest of his band continued 
north, and finally got-up to Gillette, in 
Northeastern Wyoming. 

About this time the settlers began to 
think that maybe the Indians were not 
going back to their reservation, and 
some came in to the bureau,

a talk with Appah and find out what 
was the matter. He found the Indians 
in Wyoming and had it all out with 
Appah. They were very sore over their 
treatment on the Uintah reservation, re- 
fused to go back and take their allot- 
ments, and declared their intention of 
going on into’the Big Horn country or 
possibly of going further north and 
joining the Northern Cheyennes and 
Crows on their joint reservation in 
Montana. 


Wanted Big Horn Country. 


The Big Horn country was out of the 
question for them for the reason—if 
for no other—that it has been set aside 


as a Nationa: forest reserve, and is 
printed in green on the land office maps, 
As the cold weather came on the set- 
tlers became more anxious about the 
movements of the band, and at iast 
Gov. Brooks of Wyoming telegraphed 
to Mr. Roosevelt and the War Depart- 
ment began to take notice. 

Down at Fort Robimson in Nebraska, 
the Tenth Cavalry, colored, was sta- 
tioned, under the command of Col. Ja- 
cob Augur, who in his younger days, 
when connected with the Fourth and 
Fifth Cavalry regiments, had had con- 
siderable experience in dealing with In- 
dians, although not much fighting. Maj. 


| Grierson, son of the famous Gen. Grier- 
son of Civil War days, was sent with 
two troops of the Tenth, commanded by 
Capts. Johnson and Paxton, to get in 
touch with Appah and see if the In- 
dians could not be persuaded to g0 
peaceably back to their lands in Utah. 
By this time appah had nearl 
reached the Montana line and was fol- 
lowing down the Little Powder River, 
the scene of some of the most stirring 
Indian fighting since the big war, and 
not far from where Custer fought his 
last engagement. Johnson and Paxton 
got on the trail of the band and soon 
overtook Appah. Then they began to 
talk things over with him. They found 
him with about 150 wellarmed bucks, 
every one of whom had a belt full of 
shells for his rifle. The band, all told, 
numbered some 300, but they had many 
more ponies than that. Their transpor- 
tation was mostly travoy—the regula- 
tion Indian method, two poles lashed 
to the pony’s back and the duffle slung 
between them, ends dragging on the 
ee they had a few old wag- 


Situation Is Grave. 


The Indians continued traveling slow- 
ly, with the troops following and the 


talking going on. Grierson was merely 
keeping in touch and retarding them as 
much as he could until more troops 


could be sent — for he knew that it 


would not do make any move that 
might bring on a fight. The Indians out- 
numbered him, and, armed as they we. é, 
it would be a serious business to tackle 
them. On his report two additional 
troops were sent out from Fort Robin- 
son, but before they could join him 
they were caught in a blizzard at Craw- 


ford. 

By this time the situation had become 
grave. The temper of the Indians had 
not improved, and they openly avowed 
their determination not to go back to 
the reservation. They said they were 
willing to ° to Cherry Creek, down in 
the Black Hills, but that was the only 
thing they would agree to. So more sol- 
diers were sent, six troops of the Sixth 
Cavalry, under Col. “Sandy” Rogers. 
They went out from Fort Meade, in 
South Dakota, under orders to get 
ahead of the Indians and bring them 
into Fort Meade. They were to base on 
the Belle Fourche Creek and extend a 
line to the west from there, going north 
of Appah. They, too, were delayed by 
storms, and finally Col. Augur, com- 
manding the Tenth Cavalry, was or- 
dered from Fort Robinson with four 
more troops of his regiment. 

Col. Augur went to Sheridan, Wyo., 
which is a little southwest of the point 
where Appah then was, and between 
the Indians and the Big Horn country
